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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's arguments see pages 5-7, filed 5/09/2006, with respect to claims 1 & 9 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) rejection of claims 1 & 9 has been withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 & 9 are allowable over the prior art of record, since the cited 

references taken alone or in combination do not teach or suggest: a diffuser that generates an optical near 
field in the vicinity of the recording medium when light is radiated from the light source^ wherein: the diffuseris in 
contact with the first magnetic pok and a face from which light from the light source irradiates is substantially 
perpendicular to the recording medium.
